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PHYSICAL EFFECTS OF 
SOLVENTS IN VARNISHES 


The important physical effects, as sep- 
arate from chemical effects, of the com- 
mon solvents in varnishes are: Uni- 
form distribution of the film-forming 
constituents of the varnish and their 
transportation to the correct locations 
within the film. In dipping processes 
the solvents facilitate the penetration 
of the varnish into deeper layers. In 
spraying processes they enable the finely 
divided varnish particles to form con- 
nected films. With correct evaporation 
they maintain the varnish film in a soft 
state sufficiently long to prevent the for- 
mation of small bubbles, pores and holes. 

Quick evaporating solvents are re- 
quired with air-drying varnishes, while 
furnace baked varnishes or lacquers re- 
quire slow evaporating solvents. 

The consistency of a varnish depends 
on (1) the temperature, (2) the solvent 
contents, (3) the viscosity of the con- 
stituents, (4) the type of solvents added. 
Only between varnishes of identical com- 
position and manufacture does weight 
serve as an accurate basis of comparison.

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Tax Reforms to Be Studied 


Some good may yet come out of the re- 
fusal by Congress to repeal or revise the 
processing tax levied on Philippine coconut 
oil, Although it may be doubted that the 
possible benefits will compensate the Philip- 
pine people for the losses which they must 
suffer by reason of the coconut oil tax, the 
good — if it comes — will be widespread. 
Much must be supposed in any expectation 
of this good. But, in any event the possi- 
bilities are discernible. 

Postponement of congressional action in 
response to the President’s attack on the 
taxing of Philippine coconut oil has served 
to arouse a larger interest on the part of 
members of Congress in a job, about which 
much has been said over several years, but 
on which little has been done. This job is 
study of the various parts of the tax struc- 
ture that the American people are required 
to support. It is a complex structure that 
faces those who would ascertain whether 
and how a better system of taxation could 
be devised. The requirement that business 
men in New York city must pay three in- 
come taxes is but one of many contributing 
to the complexity of the structure. Another 
and a more burdensome duplication of tax- 
ation is to be found in the succession of 
taxes on gasoline. The taxing of tobacco 
products and alcoholic beverages differs 
only in degree. 

From certain points of view the method 
of basing taxation means little. Unless a 
radical change were made in certain funda- 
mental theories of taxation, the taxpayer 
who is now required to pay, say, $500 an- 
nually toward the defraying of the cost of 
Federal, State, and subdivisional govern- 
ments, would have to pay just as much if 
the several taxes were levied on wholly dif- 
ferent bases. The fundamental theory, in 
practice, is that, after the privileged mem 
bers of society have been taken care of, each 
citizen shall be required to contribute ac- 
cording to his ability. Under this condition, 
what difference would it make if there was 
but one tax, and whether it was based on 
income, on sales, or on privileges of earn- 
ing a livelihood? There might be some shift 
in the direct bearing of the tax, but the ulti- 
mate consumer, the man at the bottom, 
would still carry the same excessive part of 
the tax burden. 

With the exception of some part of the 
taxes levied on real property, all taxes are 
based on income. The unsatisfactoriness of 
the system is not the result of fundamental 
faults; it is the consequence of inequities in 
the distribution of the taxes over the se- 
lected bases and of inadequacies and ineffi- 
ciency in the collection of taxes rightfully 
due. And behind these causes is the woe- 
fully erroneous conception of the character 
and extent of the functions, performed in 
the name of government, which taxpayers 
must support. 

The little that was done in the past year 
or so toward correcting inequities, inade- 
quacies, and inefficiency in the construction 
and administration of the existing Federal 
tax system is an indication of the possibili- 
ties for real improvement without radical 
revision of the fundamental tax structure. It 
is desirable, obviously, that overlapping of 
Federal, State, and subdivisional taxes be 
reduced to a minimum. But, overlapping 


will remain as long as taxes are selectively 
imposed and not levied on the broadest 
basis that is practicable. It is to be noted 
here that the practicability of a broadly 
based tax system is not to be determined 
from the more generally prevalent views on 
the matter. These views lean too heavily on 
expediency. Thorough study of the sub- 
ject by those fully qualified for the task 
would discover in the popular beliefs much 
that is irrelevant and immaterial and more 
that is in all ways erroneous. 

It would be an excellent thing to have 
separate bases for Federal, for State, and 
for subdivisional taxes—if the bases were 
selected with the prime purpose of requiring 
every taxpayer to contribute directly in pro- 
pertion to his ability. It would be most 
difficult for the taxmakers of the three gov- 
ernmental groups to make such selections. 
It would be more difficult to get them to 
agree on an allocation of the bases. ‘The 
most difficult task—it would, in fact, be im- 
possible—would be to eliminate cumulative 
indirect taxation, 





Federal taxes should be levied on bases 
which, when selected for purposes of State 
taxation, result in discrimination. The 
avoidance of discrimination is most desir- 
able also in State and swhdivisional tax sys 
tems. The only way to avoid it would seem 
to be either to have all taxes on the same 
base, for that which is discriminatory in one 
instance is discriminatory in all, or to have 
only a Federal tax system with allotments 
for the cost of maintaining State and subdi- 
visional governments. And that would lea: 
to a merry mess of pork-barrelling ! 

Two things would assist greatly toward 
improving the tax structure. One of these 
is the elimination of discriminatory exemp- 
tions. The other is more adequate and more 
efficient administration. Much of the study 
of the tax problem, according to available 
information, will be devoted to the admin- 
istrative aspects. Much can be found there, 
which, if adopted, would prove highly and 
widely beneficial. It has always been far 
easier in all government undertakings to 
find the desirable thing to do than to get it 
done. 


What Price Export Trade? 


Export trade must have some mysterious 
aspects. President Roosevelt has just re- 
ceived from his expert advisers in foreign 
trade a trial balance statement of this com- 
merce over the past thirty-eight years. The 
figures in that report are not indicative of 
the desirability of export trade for the 
United States, 

In the period covered by the foreign trade 
advisers’ report (it included the abnormal 
years of the war and the subsequent inca- 
pacity of foreign industry) exports from the 
United States had a total value of $121,- 
250,000,000. Imports totaled $84,604,000,000. 
The apparent favorable balance of $36,646,- 
000,000 was far from real, however.  In- 
tangible items in the foreign trade of the 
United States, according to the report, re- 
duced the balance to $22,645,000,000—and 
none of this has been collected! The paper 
balance in favor of the United States for the 
thirty-eight years started with 1896 repre- 
sents only a variety of promises to pay, none 
of which has been fulfilled. This trial bal- 


ance has too large an item of accounts re- 
ceivable to support the enthusiasm recently 
manifested for the idea of increasing the 
share of the United States in world trade. 

While the question of recognizing the 
Soviet government of Russia was_ being 
studied much was heard about the commer- 
cial benefits that would follow the opening 
of Russian markets to American goods. 
These markets have been open for some 
time. [Exports from the United States to 
Russia are not yet anything to get enthusi- 
astic about. The reason is clear: Amer- 
ican exporters had abandoned the practice 
of “selling” goods on “credit”; they had be- 
come more familiar with the etymology. of 
the word; they had learned that the Latin 
root was more generally translated as “loan” 
than as “trust.” 

During the so-called “boom’—or “bomb,” 
or “bum”—years of the period covered by 
the report of the foreign trade experts the 
granting of credit in export trade was noth- 
ing but making loans. It was in those years 
that the greater part of the favorable paper 
trade balance was built up: for the United 
States was not among the leading exporting 
countries prior to 1914, and there has been 
more cash in the smaller export trade since 
1929. ‘Too much credit was as disastrous in 
ioreign trade as it was in domestic financ- 
ing. The efforts, a few months ago, to pro- 
mote industrial recovery by swapping.goods 
and services did not pan out encouragingly. 
There is little reason to believe that the re- 
sults of expanding the practice on an inter- 
national scale will be different in any re- 
spect, 

The latest idea of accepting goods in part 
payment of the world’s indebtedness to the 
United States has some good points, al- 
though it is difficult to see how the govern- 
ment wil market its share of the goods if 
the idea is applied to loans made by the gov- 
ernment. The idea has also some points 
that are not good, a characteristic which it 
shares with the whole plan of international 
barter. The selection of the goods to be ac- 
cepted in reduction of the foreign credits of 
the United States might easily result in fur- 
ther loans to its creditors—the lending of 
the home markets of American industries. 

For years the most common excuse for 
the minor participation of American manu- 
facturers in world trade was that they would 
not extend the favorable (to the buyer) 
terms of credit on which manufacturers in 
other countries did their export business. 
This criticism was sound, but only in part, 
as the lavish extension of credit in more re- 
cent years has so clearly proved. It was 
said that American manufacturers did not 
have adequate banking facilities for export 
trading. This also was true, but it was not 
a major influence. The inadequacy has been 
remedied to an extent, but conditions have 
not improved. Perhaps the remedy was ap- 
plied too late. In the existing debilitation of 
world trade no remedy could produce 
prompt results. 

There was always another reason for the 
minor share of the United States as a seller 
in world trade. It still exists; for the culti 
vation of antagonism toward Americans and 
all things American is one of the busiest 
jobs of other peoples. In selling on credit 
or in tariff bargaining, the United States 
cannot expect to come out with a real profit. 
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Bag Tax Abated 
On Large Sizes 


Cotton, Jute, Paper Products 
Are Affected—Rates on 
Small Bags Cut 


WASHINGTON, June

The initial finding by the 
of Agriculture was included in a cer- 
tification under section 15 (a) of the 
agricultural adjustment act, in which 
he found that large cotton bags. that 
is cotton bags having a cut area of 950 
square-inches or over and a weight 
basis of 380 pounds or over or a cut 
area of 1,475 sauare-inches and a 
weight basis of 170 pounds or over, or 
intermediate bags provided that for 
each pound of decrease in the basis 
weight from 380 pounds per thousand 
bags the cut area per bag is at least 
2% square-inches greater than 950 
square-inches, were of such low value, 
considering the quantity of cotton 
used in their manufacture, that the 
payment of the processing tax on cot- 
ton is causing, in large part, a decrease 
in the use of such cotton bags and a 
f-rther accumulation of surplus stocks 
of cotton. Heerafter, according to the 
certification, the processing tax on cot- 
ton going into the manufacture of such 
cotton bags is to be abated or refunded.

BATON ROUGE, La., June 15, 1934.

For several years the Solvay 
pany has had the erection of a South- 
ern plant under consideration as a

Plants 
are now operated at Syracuse and at 
Detroit, Mich. With its new plant at 
Baton Rouge, the company will be ex- 
ceptionally well equipped to serve the 
entire alkali market in the United 
States.

Oil-Control Bill 


Dies in Committee 


House Unit Refuses to Report 
Administration Measure 


—Study Ordered 


WASHINGTON, June 14, 1934. 

The house committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce today voted not 
to report out the administration bill for 
control of petroleum production and 
commerce, thus killing the bill for the 
SesSSs1on. 

Representative Wesley Disney of 
Oklahoma, coauthor of the bill, said 
later he would make further efforts to 
secure action on the bill, but the legis- 
lative situation was such as to make 
this virtually impossible. A companion 
measure, sponsored by Senator Elmer 
Thomas of Oklahoma, is on the senate 
calendar, but opposition in that cham- 
ber made it unlikely that the bill would 
be approved unless the session of Con- 
gress is greatly prolonged. 

The house committee approved a 
resolution directing a subcommittee to 
investigate the general oil situation 
and make recommendations at the next 
session of Congress. 


Ickes Answers Opponents 


Action of the committee followed 
receipt of a letter from the Oil Admin- 
istrator, Secretary Harold L. Ickes of 
the Department of Interior, answering 
what he declared were misrepresenta- 
tions made before the committee by op- 
ponents of the bill. The’ principal 
claims he discussed were those that 
code allowables are below market re- 
quirements; that excessive withdrawals 
trom storage and excessive imports 
have been permitted; that California

Dr. Robert Gibson Eccles, noted 
Brooklyn physician and research phar- 
macist, who retired twenty-five years 
ago, died in St. John’s Hospital, Brook-

He discovered 
several alkaloids and devised the 1900 
official method of assaying pepsin. He 
is survived by his widow.

Code Suits Small Units 


In his presidential address Mr. Wat- 
son pointed out that there are approxi- 
mately 675 producers in the industry, 
and that they vary all the way from 
large companies who operate nation- 
ally, to the very smallest producer who 
sells locally a specialty fertilizer put 
up in smal packages or bottles. He 
said that there has been practically no 


criticism of the fertilizer code by the 
small producers, and that the great 
majority in the industry feel that the 
code has been very helpful to them 
and to the industry as a whole. 

Dr. C. H. Kunsman, who has charge 


of fertilizer investigations in the United 
States Bureau of Chemistry and Soils, 


discussed recent developments in fer- 
tilizer manufacture. He said that the 
most significant changes in commer- 


cial fertilizer during the past ten years 
have been an increased use of am- 
monia and its compounds, an increase 
in the acidity of fertilizers, together 
with methods of correcting acidity by 
the use of limestone, an increase in the 
plant-food content of fertilizers, and 
more efficient use through better meth- 
of application. He discussed the 
research work that has been carried on 
in his bureau, particularly the produc- 
tion of phosnhoric acid by blast-fur- 
nace and  electric-furnace methods. 


ods 


Dr. Kunsman pointed out that in view 
of the recent increases in supplies of 
potash throughout the world, the De- 
partment of Agriculture is now con- 
centrating its efforts on practical meth- 
ods for the production of forms of 
potash not now produced in this coun- 
try. 


Labor Situation 


Horace jowker, chairman of the 
American Agricultural Chemical Com- 
pany, and code authority representative 


on the labor relations committee for 
the fertilizer industry, spoke on the 
labor aspects of the code. He pointed 


out that, in April, 1934, employment in 
the fertilizer industry was 15 percent 
higher than in the preceding month, 
and 23 percent higher than in April, 
1933. Payrolls in April, 1934, were 23 
percent higher than in the preceding

Resolved; That, concerning the validity 


of forward contracts as applied to NRA 
conditions, this code authority takes the 
position that the individual character and 
form of the contract is governing; the 


position is taken on forward contracts 
that they. may be of two types: 

First, a contract “to sell” which im- 
plies a relationship with a buyer to sell 
the products of the industry under cer- 
tain conditions and which does not s#ut- 
line specific quantities, specific prices, or 
deliveries These contracts, on the other 


hand, do stipulate that, if and when sales 
are made to such a buyer, the price, de- 
livery and quantity, shall be in relation- 
ship to the then existing market Con- 
tracts “‘to sell” under the above circum- 
stances frequently include a discount be- 
low the manufacturer's lowest published 
price lists. 

Second, 


definitely 


contracts “of sale” which 
designate an obligation on the 
part of both the buyer and seller to take 
certain products of the industry’ in 
definite quantities, at definite times, and 


at definite prices. 

It is construed from the information 
obtained from our code and our advisers 
that the first-mentioned type of eontract 
is illegal and must be concelled and the 
continuance of same shall be cause of 
violation. 

It is construed, on the other hand, that 
the second class of contract is legal and 
must run its course 

With further reference to prices in 
sales among members of the industry, 
the code authority voted that, subject 


to the approval of the NRA Adminis- 


trator, it would take no action con- 
cerning violations based on such sales 
at unpublished prices. The code au- 


thority previously ruled that such sales 
might be made if the administrator 
approved, 

Relations with Jobbers 


All sales to jobbers, made after June 


15, the authority ruled, must’ conform 
to article V, section 2, of the code. It 
was also ruled that every. manufac- 


turer must report to the code authority 
all warehoused stocks with any jobber 
or other dealer selling the products of 
the industry.

The fight over these bills, however, 
is only just beginning, it was asserted 
definitely by A. M. Baird, of the Pro- 
prietary Association, who appeared 
before the association to detail some 
of the work that had been done in 
fighting legislation by a companion 
industry. Mr. taird asserted that, 
just original food and drugs 
act Was a period of some twenty- 
seven years in the making before it 
was finally passed, so it might be ex- 
pected that the currently proposed

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mann, of Lehn & Fink, Inc., of a spe- 
cial association committee, that many 
of the provisions of the proposed leg- 
islation were objectionable, especially 
from a technical standpoint. He 
charged that wording of several re- 
worded sections was unscientific and 
unsatisfactory, even in the revamped 
form. He attacked especially the pro- 
Vision of one of the pending federal 
Fills on the ground that it is improper 
to compare one phenol solution with 
another phenol solution and especially 
With a solution of non-phenol base. 
He asserted that it had proved im- 
possible to get general agreement with 
officials of the food and drugs division 
of the government on many of the de- 
sires of the committee. 

The report of the disinfectant com- 
mittee was rendered by Dr. George F 
Reddish, of the Lambert Pharmacal 
Company. It centered around a report 
of the disinfectant standardization 
committee on the use of pine oil and 
coal tar solutions as disinfectants. 
Special emphasis was laid on the use 
of these materials against bacillus ty- 
phosis. 

The opinion was expressed in the 
report of the disinfectant committee 
that additional attention could well be 
paid to the question of nomenclature 
in connection with the word “steriliz- 
ation” in use in the dairy industry for 
milk and water handling equipment. 
It was pointed out that nomenclature 
was rather confused and inadequate 
as now used in this connection. 


Would Extend Standardization 


One of the interesting technical pres- 
entations was that of Dr. H. D. Pease, 
of Pease Laboratories, Ine. Lecturing 
accompanied by slides, he discussed 
extensively the use of bacteriological 
data in connection with selling the 
products of the industry, a lecture di- 
rected especially to the industry’s 
salesmen. He discussed phenol coeffi- 
cient for antiseptics and germicides, 
and advocated increased measures of 
standardization, although he warned 
that the latter must be used intelli- 
gently. 

He made an interesting point on an 
industry’s presenting its story to the 
public by showing the great advances 
made in obtaining favorable publicity 
by the oyster industry, for which his 
organization has done much develop- 
ment work. 

Perhaps the sensation of the conven- 
tion was furnished by Dr. F. C. Nelson, 
of Stanco, Inc., who criticized various 
phases of the Peet-Grady method of 
testing insecticides and suggested sev- 
eral alterations and additions in the 
tests for better results. He pointed out 
that conditions of resistance present 
in flies being tested to obtain an index 
of strength of an insecticids will vary 
greatly. He pointed out also that it 
was inportant to consider speed of par- 
alysis as well as the kill, stating speed 
of paralysis often is the best indicator 
of pyrethrum contest. In his concern’s 
practice, it is now standard method to 
use 3,000 flies on testing each sample 
and to allot a period of three days for 
each test. He attacked minimum final 
kill as a complete basis for determin- 
ing strength, as being an arbitrary 
basis, 

Dr. Nelson also urged the setting up 
of some chemical product of absolutely 
uniform properties and nature to serve 
as a basis for testing. 


Trade Improvement Watched 


The report of the insecticide com- 
mittee was given by W. J. Andree, of 
the Sinclair Refining Company. It was 
pointed out that a vital question now 
confronting the industry was, what 
c be done to increase the sale of 
insecticides? It was hinted that some 
broad, fundamental merchandising and 
marketing program might well be 
adopted by the industry. A point 
brought out was the need of relieving 
the dealer of extreme price move- 
ments, and consideration of the ques- 
tion of the gain by low-priced prod- 
ucts over the movement of recognized 
brands of insecticides. 

It also was suggested in the report 
that it might be well to have the code 
authority conduct tests on samples of 
insecticides suspected of failure to 
meet recognized standards, and to 
assess the cost of such tests, estimated 
at around $20 each, to the industry. 

This latter point brought some dis- 
cussion. Some appeared to question 
the wisdom of such a move. Several 
speakers in the discussion also criti- 
cized the members of the trade in 
gxeneral for present marketing and 
merchandising conditions. One or two 
stated their belief that the industry 
had fallen victim to all too high-pres- 
sure salesmanship, had promised wild- 
ly to dealers in order merely to get 
distribution and now was. suffering 
greatly from the resulting congestion 
It was agreed that the current demand 
is running at a good level but it was 
emphasized that many manufacturers 
needed to clean up their own mei 
chandising conditions and policies and 
help their dealers move merchandis- 
ing by aggressive but ethical methods 
before general conditions in the sal 
of insecticides would be much _ im-

for the third quarter, for contracts in 
1934 were written on the basis of six 
months. Sulphuric acid noted a slower 


demand, but prices were well held. 
And the pickup in the automobile 
production schedule naturally influ- 
enced the demand side of the market 
for materials entering the plating in- 
dustry as well as the rubber tire trade. 

The demand feature of the market 
was the insecticides and fungicides, 
With seasonal buying of calcium and 
lead arsenates as well as blue vitriol 
reported as heavy. In fact, sellers of 
blue vitriol reported that the June 
shipments have moved out at a pace 
sufficient to make up for the rather 
slow call noted in May. At the same 
prices for blue vitriol and other copper 
salts were decidely firm. This firm- 
ness was due to the rise in the price 
for the basic metal. Calcium, chloride 
was moving out to the agricultural 


areas in heavy volume, 
firm tone was reported for chloropicrin. 
The lowering of the prices for tin 
crystals and soda stannate was caused 
by a reduction in the price for the 
hasic metal. A dull demand was noted 
for anhydrous’ tetrachloride, and a 
slight decline was in order as a result 
of the drop in the tin metal. Chlorine 
shipments were reported on a favorable 
seale, and a fairly good call was regis- 
tered for ammonia alum. <A _ slower 
demand was reported for soda silicate, 
but sellers were holding firmly to pre- 
vious quotations, and the laundry trade 
was ordering out soda metasilicate at a 
rather slow pace, but prices were well 
held.

The market for the fungicides and 
insecticides continued to experience a 
good seasonal movement during the 
week just closed.

Price Changes Are Unlikely for the Third Quarter 


Further moderation took place in 
the replacement call for paint, varnish 
and lacquer chemicals last week. 
Sales of finished products are reported 
to be holding up remarkably well for 
June but manufacturers are taking 
seasonal conditions into consideration 
when ordering replacements and the 
trade looks for a tapering business 
condition over the remainder of the 
month. On the other hand there was 
considerable interest in the passage 
of President Roosevelt’s Housing bill 
by the House last week. At this writ- 
ing it is expected that the measure 
will be sent to the President before 
Congress adjourns. If the mechanics

As a general condition, prices for 
paint, varnish and lacquer materials 
were in a_ steady position. The 
principal price feature for the week 
was the growing admission among 
dry color manufacturers that no 
changes in quotations were likely for 
the third quarter. The color manu- 
facturers have not made any open 


announcement regarding third-quarter 


prices but they expect to carry cur- 
rent postings through the next three 
months. The price of Turkey umber 
on the Pacific Coast was higher last 
week. Movements on the down side 
of the market were confined to the 
varnish gum list where lower quo- 
tations came out on Loba B Manila 
gum, Manila sambas and white split 
chips, and, No. 1 Singapore dammar. 
Trade in gums was light and buyers 
were operating close to needs, Lead 
pigments were holding evenly on the 
steady position of the basic metal and 
there were no further price changes 
since the revision of the schedule a 
week ago Makers of titanium, zine 
and lithopone pigments were engaged 
in writing new contracts for the final 
half of the year. As reported last 
week prices for these commodities will 
be extended over the next six months 

Census Bureap reports that returns 
from 44 establishments show April 
sales of plastic, cold water, and calci- 
mine paints as follows:—Plastic paints 
473,731 pounds, valued at $43,647; cold 
water paints, 1,351,236 pounds, valued 
at $87,612: and calcimines, 3,445,753 


pounds, valued at $147,282. 

Census Bureau reports that returns 
ing construction during May in 37 
Eastern states were 2 percent larger in 


dollar volume than the April total 
according to F. W. Dodge Corporation. 
At the same time the contract total of 


$134,445.700 was substantially above the 
contract total of $77,171,700 reported 
for May, 1933. Privately financed con- 
tracts amounted to $62,846,500 which is 
the largest private contract total since 
June of last year. It was 12 percent 


over April and 17 percent over May of 
last year. It should be noted that the 
May inerease in privately-financed 


contracts was entirely due to the inclu- 
sion of one large new building project 
in connection with the development of 
Rockefeller Center, New York. During 
nine of the past 12 months, private 


work has exceeded the amount for the 
corresponding month a year previous. 


Publicly-financed contracts, i. e., con- 
struction jobs undertaken chiefly with 
PWA_ funds, totaled $71,599,200 for 
May. This was smaller by 8 percent 
than the total recorded for public con- 
tracts in April. With the exception of 
February of this year, the current total 
was the smallest monthly volume for 
this class of work reported’ since 
August, 1933. At the same time the 
May total for publicly-financed con- 
tracts was three times as large as that 
shown for May, 1933, before the advent 
of the current PWA program. 

For the elapsed months of:+1934 con- 
struction awards of all descriptions 


in the 37 Eastern = states’ totaled 
$727,301,000 as contrasted with $329,- 
771,500 for the corresponding five 
months of 1933. Gains over 1933 for 


the current year to date were shown 
in each of the four major construction 
classifications: for residential building, 
about 20 million dollars; for non-resi- 
dential building, about 100 millions; 
for public works, almost 245 millions; 
and for public utilities more than 30 
millions. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Lead buyers evidenced a good inter- 
est in July position last week. For- 
ward bookings were reported good in 
all directions. The market seemed to 
slow up during the final part of the 
week, and on Thursday and Friday 
business merely dragged along. The 
price was firm at the basis of 3.85c. 
per pound East St. Louis and 4c. per 
pound New York. London showed an 
early gain and held it all week. 

Zinc was easy, and the market lost 
5 points on Thursday. Trade, was 
light and spotty. Shading was re- 
ported on Wednesday and by the fol- 
lowing day the weakness had spread 
over the entire market, establishing the 
price at 4.20c. per pound East St. Louis. 


The zine ore market was none too 
steady. The American Zinc Institute’s 
averages for May showed sales of 
prime western zine at 6,026 tons for 


prompt delivery at an average price of 
4.35le. per pound and 4,541 tons for 


“subsequent delivery at an average of 


4.334c. per pound. In addition, there 
were 40 tons sold for subsequent de- 
livery on the basis of average June

The important raw 
materials are holding through the 
third quarter but none of the members 
of the trade expects or anticipates 
any change in prices. The important 
raw materials are holding through the 
third quarter at present levels and it 
is generally admitted around the color 
market that there will be no changes. 
Earth colors were well held last week. 
An advance took place in Turkey um- 
ber prices on the Pacific Coast, on 
Wednesday, but otherwise there were 
no movements in the prices. Carbon 
black continued to move well into 
Akron and other consuming centers 
but the trade looks for a drop in tak- 
ings over the final part of the month. 
General color business has been hold- 
ing up fairly well for June. 

Carbon Black.—The trade looked for 
a drop in consumer takings over the 
final half of the month but the first 
half has held up fairly well. Prices 
continued in a firm position and the 
trade does not anticipate any particu- 
lar change. 

Chrome Yellow.—lIt is generally ad- 
mitted among the manufacturing 
trade that prices for the third quarter 
will be the same as those now in 
force. Color makers have not openly 
stated that this is true but none of 
them expects any change. The con- 
tract price is, of course, 15%c. per 
pound. 

Iron Blues.—Sellers do not. ex- 
pect to make any change in their 
prices for the third quarter of the 
year. The contract price of 35%c. and 
the open order figure of 37c. per pound 
will likely continue through the Sum- 
mer. 

Iron Oxides.—Red, black and yellow 
oxides hold even at the established 
levels. Business was described as 
spotty over the past week and volume 
was running behind last month. Im- 
ports of Spanish oxides in April were 
651,895 pounds against 705,033 pounds 
in the preceding month and 446,123 
pounds in the corresponding month 
last year, according to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Synthetic oxide 
imports were 282,108 pounds in April 
against 660,809 pounds in March and 
453.988 pounds in April last year.

Colors in Oil 


Fill-in orders from the dealer trade 
showed a fair rate of activity last 
week but sellers viewed it as a tem- 
porary lift in trade and did not look 
for much more over the balance of 
the month. The demand for colors 
ground in oil from the manufacturing 
consumers was light and_— spotty. 
Prices were held at the levels estab- 
lished in December and prices in the 
local zone vary widely, according to 
the type of mix. 


Varnish Gums 


Natural resins continued in a quiet 
and featureless state last week. Buyers 
were indisposed to cover beyond nearby 
needs and individual orders last week 
were mostly of the jobbing_ sort. 
Primary markets were generally firm 
and offerings from abroad were light. 
The week's price movements were all 
on the down side, embracing Loba B 
Manila, Manila Sambas and white split 
chips, and, No. 1 Singapore dammar. 
All of these reductions were fractional. 

Copal.—The price for Loba B Manila 
zum was reduced %4c. per pound last 
week and the schedule is now based at

The decline was *c. per pound, 
placing the price at 15%c. per pound 
for car lot amounts, 15%c. per pound 
for less than car lots and lé6ec. per 
pound for quantities of 1 to 9 packages. 
Other Singapore gradings were un- 
changed.

Dammar 
imports in April totaled 2,449,505 
pounds, the largest month’s total in 
over a year. March imports were 
1,000,519 pounds and in April 1934 only 
191,291 pounds were imported, accord- 
ing to the Department of Commerce. 

Elemi.—There has been no shift in 
the market during recent weeks. 
Prices hold under the light demand 
that has become characteristic over 
the past several weeks. 

Ester.—The suppliers have followed 
the increase in price that was effected 
by leading makers a week ago. The 
4c. advance on June 5 placed the 
market at 6%c. per pound for 75,000 
pound lots; 7e. per pound for 10,000 to 
74,999 pound lots; 74c. for 3,000 to 
9,999 pounds; and 7'%ec. for less than 
3,000 pound lots. 

Kauri.—Prices for brown and pale 
gums continued at the’ established 
levels and there were no changes re- 
ported during the week.

Baltimore Production Men 


Discuss Paint Materials 


BALTIMORE, June 11, 1934. 

To avoid a conflict of dates set for 
the paintup and cleanup campaign 
here, the Baltimore Paint and Varnish 
Production Club deferred its June 
meeting from the first to the second 
Friday evening at the Stafford Hotel, 
with the result that the proceedings 
gained materially in interest. 

F. P. Gross, jr., of the Air Reduction 
Sales Company, one of the guests of 
the evening, discoursed on “The Use 
of COs in the Paint Industry.” The 
speaker stated that application of the 
use of COz to prevent skinning in var- 
nish tanks came to the attention of 
his company two years ago. It was 
based on the substitution, through dis- 
placement of a heavier non-oxidizing 
atmosphere for a lighter one that does 
oxidize. Equipment for the COs treat- 
ment involved nothing more compli- 
cated than a nipple set into the varnish 
tank top to which would be connected 
a cylinder of the gas. In the case of 
several tanks, each could be equipped 
in addition with a needle valve, allow- 
ing for the by-pass of gas to the other 
tanks. 

From G. B. Heckel, Philadelphia, 
was received a request for a prompt 
vote upon the proposed revised by-laws 
of the national federation which ap- 
peared in the May Official Digest. The 
club voted against paragraph I, “Meth- 
od of Election in Constituent Clubs,” 
and recommended that elections be left 
to the discretion of individual clubs. 
A mail vote will be forwarded to the 
federation secretary. 

A round table discussion on “Recent 
Developments in House Paint Mate- 
rials” took up formulations of several 
pigment manufacturers, general form- 
ulations, volume relationship of pig- 
ment in the paint fills, aluminum prim- 
ing, zine oxide-stand oil films under 
high relative humidity, newer pig- 
ments, polymerized oils, synthetics, 
ete. In general way it was the con- 
clusion of the symposium that thus far 
linseed oil gives the best “breathing 
allowance” to paint films; and that, if 
the continued loss of liquid phase in 
its gel, already satiated with oxygen, 
could be stopped, the problem of longer 
lasting paint films might be solved. 

The special processing cost commit- 
teee reported complaints in regard to 
the costs set by the Paint Industry 
Board for use by the industry. The 
committee will forward to the board a 
list of costs prepared from actual prac- 
tice, and suggest modification down- 
ward of costs as now listed in the pam- 
phliet.

Members of 
the industry who have filed price re- 
visions would not be permitted to file 
a higher price within forty-eight hours.

any member to change his price terms 
by the use of intimidation. 

Wilfully destructive price-cutting 
would be forbidden, and adequate ma- 


chinery set up to prevent cut-throat 
price competition between emergency 
periods. The procedure adopted per- 


mits any interested individual to com- 
plain of destructive prices to te code 
authority which, if unable to adjust 
matters to the satisfaction of com- 
plainant and respondent. will refer the 
complaint to the NRA Research and 
Planning Division.

Among these practices are represen- 
tations in advertising to the effect that 
only Bayer aspirin is genuine aspirin:

Members of the association voted in 
their final day’s sessions to make at 
least one important change in the code 
of fair competition for the industry.

In some 
well-informed quarters there was a 
disposition to believe that final elim- 
ination of the section would be brought 
about without much difficulty. Much 
discussion preceded the action by the 
members. R 
_ The sessions devoted to code ques- 
tions were held under the direction of 
Captain J, F. Battley, deputy adminis- 
trator, with M. M. Shipman, assistant 
counsel, also sitting in consultation. 
Both these two spoke, thanking the 
membership for co-operation shown 
and assistance rendered. They asked 
for still larger degree of such aid. 

A proposal to change section (13) of 
article VII was overwhelmingly de- 
feated. It was suggested that the sec- 
tion should be amended by adding a 
list of products of a seasonal nature 
on which advanced dating of bills 
would be permitted because of their 
seasonal character. An effort also was 
made to have various classes of job- 
bers and sellers specifically mentioned 
to receive advantage, such as insec- 
ticide jobbers, school supply jobbers, 
ete., but this also was voted down. 

A highly detailed proposal was 
brought before the meeting and sub- 
jected to considerable discussion on the 
amending of the code to carry several 
provisions applying specifically to the 
business of selling direct to consumers. 
This precipitated considerable discus- 
sion and it is expected it will be made 
the subject of further attention and 
consideration. 

The proposal was in the form of a 
communication from a special commit- 
tee appointed for the purpose, headed 
by M. M. Marcuse, chairman, and ad- 
dressed to the industry’s code author- 
ity. It was dated June 13 and. it is 
understood, took final form during the 
meetings of the convention. It in- 
cluded a total of twelve sections and 
is put forward as a new article VII 
to govern those selling direct instead 
of the regular article VII in the official 
code,

Outlook in the Industry 


Charles J. Brand, executive director 
of the code authority and for the past 
nine years executive secretary and 
treasurer of the association, spoke on 
“Industry Stabilization Through Open 
Pricing.” “Too many ascribe to the 
term ‘stabilization’ the unfair enjoy- 
ment of unreasonably high prices and 
fat profits,” said Mr. Brand. “I say 
emphatically that the open-pricing 
provision of the Fertilizer Code are 
not and shall not be used to raise 
prices unduly, unreasonably, or un- 
fairly.” 

Mr. Brand pointed out that stabiliza- 
tion does not mean or contemplate the 
achievement of selfish advantage either 
by one member of the industry or by 
the whole industry. It rather con- 
templates the rendition of economic 
services required by and in the inter- 
est of the public, with reasonable com- 
pensation therefor, and no more. He 
emphasized that open pricing is not 
price-fixing and that every member of 
the fertilizer industry is free to sell 
his products at any prices he sees fit. 
so long as they are not below cost, and 
he may sell below cost to meet the 
prices of a competitor whose costs are 
lower. “Operating under its code, the 
fertilizer industry may make a small 
profit this season as compared to 
heavy losses during the past three 
years,” Mr. Brand said. 

In the annual meeting of the board 
of directors, June 11, the report of the 
executive secretary and treasurer was 
presented and approved, and a budget 
and basis of assessment for the com- 
ing vear were approved for recom- 
mendation to the convention, by which 
it was approved. Prior to the meet- 
ing of the board, the executive com- 
mittee, serving as a budget committee 
for the association, held a meeting. 
The special budget committee of the 
Fertilizer Recovery committee met 
June 9 and prepared a budget to cover 
the work of code administration for 
the coming year.

Why should dealers be other- 
wise when experience gained through 
the years had taught them that reports 
of crop damage of very serious sort 
was an annual affair featured by the 
primary market? This year the reports 
may be true; at least, one of the larg- 
est dealers, who is also a grower in the 
primary market, has set a price in 
advance of all other quotations, and 
reports that conditions warrant an ad- 
vancing market. Spearmint was still 
in firm to strong position, the situation 
being similar to that in peppermint. 

Higher quotations in Bourbon vetiver 
reflected replacement cost develop- 
ments. Anise and cassia held firm in 
the primary and spot markets, and 
demand was said to be very fair local- 
ly. Sweet true almond moved in mod- 
erate quantities at steady prices. Con- 
ditions favored an excellent movement 
of dill oil against the picklers’ require- 
ments.

Pacific Coast Fish Oils 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 11, 1934. 

Fish oils on the Vacific Coast have just 
gone through another quiet week market- 
wise. The activitity in the Northwest, 
now some weeks old, came and went in 
short order; litthe was heard preceding 
the large transactions, and now the mar- 
ket has settled down once more to a state 
of dullness, sales of the major portion of 
non-dutiable herring oil being made, and 
talk of it in the trade practically dropped. 

Eyes have been focused in the direction 
of Monterey and San Francisco Bays Jate- 
ly, where the next large transactions can 
now be expected, and although it has been 
thought now for some few days that trad- 
ing is due at any time, no news comes 
out of the trade about anything in the 
way of potential sales on the new season 
materials. Nor have prices been heard. 
The season starts in Northern California 
in August Reduction plants have as yet 
to come to some agreement with the fish- 
ermen for a price for the coming season 
on fish. This, they point out, is per- 
haps the main reason why no prices on 
oil have yet been announced and why 
business agreements have as yet not been 
entered into. The contracts with the fish- 
ermen must be certain and precise this 
year, reduction plants well remember the 
strikes of last season and their resultant 
losses 

However, the recent easing of restric- 
tions on the NRA codes as regards setting 
of prices may have some tendency to 
bring out at least some hint of price from 
at least one or two concerns in the very 
near future, even if fish prices with the 
fishermen’ have not been fixed, it was in- 
timated in one quarter, 

No sales of old season material could 
be traced last week, this market remain- 
ing dull in the face of but little inquiry 
for spot material at the prevailing level 
of price.

Cottonseed Oil 
Trading in the market for refined 


cottonseed oil futures was more active 
last week, the operations being on a 
broader scale than for several weeks 
past. The trend of prices was mainly 
upward, though on advances there 
was sufficient liquidation and hedge 
selling to cause partial recessions. The 


undertone of the market showed im- 
provement, however, sentiment being 
influenced by strengthening develop- 
ments in the markets for other com- 
modities, notably lard. Grain and 
cotton also displayed strength and 


the action of the market for securities 
at times was also more encouraging 
to traders who were bullish on cotton- 
seed oil. Furthermore weather and 
crop advices from the cotton belt were 
in not a few instances of an unfavor- 
able character. 

The strength of the lard market was 


attributed largely to a decrease in 
marketing of live hogs in different 
parts of the West and to an advance 


in the Chicago market for live hogs. 
The tone of Southern markets for 
crude cottonseed oil showed improve- 
ment, prices in some instances being 
Yc. per pound higher. Production of 
erude oil continues to diminish 
usual at this period of the year and of- 
ferings were reported light in all 
parts of the South. 

The monthly cottonseed report from 
the Census Bureau made a more 
favorable showing as to the disappear- 
ance of oil during the past month 
than some had expected, the indicated 
consumption during May being 256,771

In the central states of the cotton 
belt the weather was generally more 
favorable, though there was enough 
rainfall to favor weevil in parts of 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana. 
However, in this area the weekly prog- 
ress ranged from fair to excellent. In 
Texas the condition of cotton continues 
fair to good, but there is a noticeable 
retardation of growth because of dry 
weather. In this state May had only 
about half the normal rainfall, and so

Word from the cotton 
cloth industry was to the effect that 
some mills have curtailed more than 
25 percent and the fine goods were 
reported operating under 50 percent of 
capacity. Cotton consumed during May 
was reported to have totaled 519,765 
bales of lint and 63,878 bales of linter, 
compared with 512,703 and 67,822 in 
April. Annatto and cochineal were 
slow. Logwood continued steady and 
a firm tone was prominent in the mar- 
ket for archil. 


Chemicals 


Alumina Chloride.—Buying of the 
anhydrous material continued at a fair 
pace during the week, with the sellers 
holding firmly to prices in effect for 
some time past. 

Antimony Salt.—Reports here indi- 
cated that consuming industries were 
continuing to purchase on a hand-to- 
mouth basis, but sellers reported the 
market in a firm position from a price 
standpoint. 

Potash Bichromate.—Although the 
eall was irregular, the market contin- 
ued to display a firm price tone. Con- 
tract prices for the third quarter will 
be the same as in the first half of the 
year. 

Soda Bichromate.—The outstanding 
development here was the renewal of 
contract prices for the third quarter. 


Consumers on all sides were ordering 
for nearby requirements only, but a 
firm tone was a conspicuous factor in 
the dealings. 

Soda Prussiate. — This. situation 
showed little change from the preced- 
ing period, with the call restricted to 
small quantities, but the price tone 
was firm and quotations were un- 
changed. 

Sulphonated Oils.—Business slipped 
off somewhat here during the week just 
ended, with the tapering off in the 
call attributed to the seasonal slacken- 
ing in activities. Despite the slow 
character of the call, quotations re- 
mained unchanged. 

Zine Dust.—This product continued 
to enjoy a fair demand throughout the 
week under review, with the prices 
holding steady, and the steadiness was 
due to the presence of a similar tone 
in the basic metal market. 


Dyestuffs 


Annatto.—Demand here continued to 
move out at a slow pace during the 
period under review, but sellers were 
quoting the prices for the paste and 
seed materials at the levels in effect 
previously. 

Archil.—There was little to report on 
the demand side of this market during 
the course of the week under survey, 
with consumers content to come into 
the market when needs became imper- 
ative, but no change was disclosed in 
the quotations. 

Cochineal.—This market continued to 
record a low call, with the sellers des- 
cribing the price tone for the Teneriffe 
silver and gray articles as decidedly 
firm, with the quotations in conformity 
with the schedule in effect previously. 

Fustic. — New developments were 
lacking here during the course of the 
week, with demand for the crystals and 
the other sorts of this commodity mov- 
ing at a highly irregular pace, but the 
prices remained firm at the levels in 
force previously. 

Indigo. — Request for the synthetic 
material continued good throughout the 
week, with the buying coming from 
divers directions, and prices held firm 
at previous levels, and the buying of 
the natural item was restricted to small 
quantities, but a firm tone governed the 
dealings. 

Logwood.—While important develop- 
ments were wanting here, with the con- 
sumers showing no inclination to re- 
linquish the hand-to-mouth buying 
plan, sellers reported the presence of a 
firm tone and quotations were un- 
changed. 

Madder.—-Buying here failed to be 
aroused from the doldrums, but a firm 
tone continued in evidence as a result 
of the limited supply in stock here.

Agricultural Insecticide 
Code Points Interpreted

The code manager was instructed to 
ask all members of the industry to 
furnish lists of their jobbers for classi- 
fication under the code. A_ bulletin, 
setting forth the advantages under 
the code, will be prepared for distri- 
bution among jobbers. 

It was ruled by the code authority 
under the code provision with respect 
to 1 percent cash discount, that the 
discount applied from the date of 
shipment. Members will be requested 
to furnish lists of accounts on which 
it is desired that the code terms apply. 

l 1e code authority decided that con- 
sumer prices should be filed with it 
when a manufacturer includes con- 
sumers with jobbers and dealers in 
his basis. Prices filed by zones will 
be required to be based on “natural 
trade conditions” and not to “conflict 
with national distribution”. Price 
schedules filed must be complete, the 
code authority ruled. 

Provision was made for the handling 
of complaints by territorial committees 
according to the location of the buyer. 


Funding Administration 


In connection with the consideration 
of a budget submitted and approved, 
the code authority passed a resolution 
requesting the Administrator to au- 
thorize a change in the code, which 
would empower the authority to in- 
cur reasonable obligations necessary 
and proper for the administration of 
the code and to fund such obligations 
by assessments on members of the in- 


dustry. A basis for such contribu- 
tions will be submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Administrator. 
Reprocesses and mixers, who are 
classified under the census of manu- 
facturers as neighborhood or hand n- 
dustries, were declared by the code 
authority to be exempt from the pro- 


visions of the code. Those whose oper- 


ations would classify theirs as a fac- 

tory business were ruled to come 

within the provisions of the code. 
The classification of sulphur ac- 


counts was referred to D. E. Demmon, 
representative of the sulphur 
group, It was reported that some pro- 
ducers of blue vitriol had filed price 
schedules, and definite action by other 
members of the group was expected 
shortly. 

With reference to other’ specific 
articles the code authority ruled:— 
(1) That mercurial disinfectants do 
not come within the provisions of the 
code; (2) that betanaphthol, unless 
sold for insecticidal purposes, does not 
come within the provisions of the code; 
(3) that zine sulphate comes within the 
provisions of the code when sold for 
insecticidal or fungicidal purposes; 
(4) that cryolite comes within the pro- 
visions of the code. 

The code manager was authorized 
to prepare a brief to be filed with the 
Administrator in reply to one filed by 
manufacturers of pyrethrum and 
rotenone products.

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Fertilizer Freight Rate 
Changes in N. Y. Approved 


The New York Public Service Com- 
mission has approved cancellation of 
commodity freight rates of various 
railroads operating in the State cover- 
ing fertilizer materials, mixed fertiliz- 
ers and several chemicals.

Sales for the January-May 
period, however, were 16 percent ahead 
of last year in the South and 17 percent 
ahead in the mid-West. The accom- 
panying table, compiled by the Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association, shows 
sales for May, a comparison with May 
for the past two years and compara- 
tive date for the January-May period.

Sulphate of Ammonia.—The market 
was stagnant last week.

First- 
hand sellers continued to quote the 
established schedule, which was based 
at $25 per ton for material in bulk, 
f.o.b. cars at the port or producing 
points. The re-sale market was quiet 
and second-hand sellers do not seem 
to be pushing the market. So far 
as could be learned there were no 
second-hand sales during the week 
but it was considered quite likely 
that $23.50 to $24 per ton could have 
been done if a buyer could have been 
found. The trade continues to ex- 
ercise considerable guesswork as to 
what next season’s opening price will 
be but no real indication of the like- 
ly position of the market has come 
forward from sources that might real- 
ly be informed. 

Cyanamide.—There have been no 
new or important developments in the 
market for this commodity. The price 
remains unchanged and nothing has 
been indicated for the position of the 
market after the end of this month. 

Castor Pomace. Importers were 
now offering at $18.50 per ton for July- 
September shipment, basis c.i.f. ports. 
The lack of demand has removed some 
of the stronger price tendency that 
had been noted a few weeks back.

Potashes 


There were no new developments in 
the potash situation over the past week 
as the trade centered its interest in 
the NFA convention at White Sulphur 
Springs. There was a report current 
that importers of potash were prepared 
to sell all forms of potash salts at the 
equivalent of 44c. per unit provided 
that buyers’ orders did not specify 
more than two-thirds of manure salt. 
This could not be confirmed at selling 
centers up to the time of this writing. 
Prices for muriate stand at 50c. per 
unit with a discount of 12 percent 
allowed on orders placed prior to July 
16 for delivery over che balance of the 
year, provided the buyer takes half the 
total tonnage ordered before October 1. 
If buyer takes delivery of less than 60 
percent of the total order prior to 
October 1, the discount of 12 percent 
will apply on further deliveries equal 
in amount only to the smaller tonnage 
so taken, and a discount of 6 percent 
will apply on additional deliveries 
necessary to camplete the order by De- 
cember 31. On orders placed under 
contract after July 15 and prior to 
October 1, for delivery on or before 
December 31, a discount of 6 percent 
will be allowed, 

Potash sulphate is priced at $35 per 
ton less 12 percent discount and potash 
magnesia-sulphate is quoted at $22.50 
per ton less 12 percent discount. So 


far the sellers of California muriate are 
the only potash suppliers who have 
issued a printed price list. 


Phosphates 


Some superphosphate manufacturers 
talk of a 50 cent per ton advance over 
the newly established prices to be ef- 
fective on the first of next year for 
delivery over the inif{%al six months of 
1935. Other sellers have not taken a 
position for that far ahead and will 
quote for delivery only up to the end 
of this year. The recent advance in 
the prices did not accelerate the de- 
mand to a noticeable degree. Business 
was quiet throughout. Phosphate rock 
held unchanged. Bone materials were 
steady with the exception of imported 
meal and steamed bone which returned 
to the position of a fortnight ago after 
buyers spurned the high prices asked. 

Superphosphate.—Most sellers are 
quoting for delivery up to the end of 
the year only, with $8 per ton named 
for the run of the pile and $8.50 per 
ton for guaranteed 16 percent material, 
both in bulk, f.o.b. cars or boat Balti- 
more.

TULSA, June 14, 1934. 
The lack of renewal of the organized 
buying that bolstered up the market dur- 


ing the last week of May has caused a 
material softening of prices of practically 
all refinery products with the exception 
of heavy oils. Gasoline quotations are 
nearly one-half cent lower than they 
were at the opening of the month but 


natural gasolines have suffered even more 
severely. 

There are still some discussions of 
plans to provide support to the gasoline 
market but they have not reached ma- 
turity. In the meantime buying within 
the past 24 hours has come from inde- 
pendent jobbers and the market has be- 
come more active although prices are un- 


changed since this buying stroke de- 
veloped as a result partly of the agita- 


tion for the Federal! oil bill and also the 
lower level of jobbers stocks.

sult ot pool buying. The “hot oil” pro- 
duction is still estimated at approxi- 
mately 80,000 barrels daily. The re- 


ported production of crude last week was 
496,000 barrels while shipments were 


proximately 570,000 barrels. 

While consumption has increased ma- 
terially it is also believed that the 
stepping up of production of crude oil 
during the past few weeks appears to 
have discounted a larger increase in con- 
sumption than has materialized As a 
result of this awakening which is re- 
flected in the weekly fgures of the oil 
administrator showing a reduction of 


gasoline stocks within the past few weeks 
of five million barrels while crude oil 
stocks have increased five million bar- 
rels, there is a rush on a large part of 
the industry to liquidate seasonal inven- 


tories. This has made a bad situation 
worse and is causing the backing up of 
a tremendous quantity of East Texas 
gasoline on the tankcar market. Some 
of the large integrated companies in an 
effort to carry out a liquidating policy 
are capturing the tankwagon gallonage 


of East Texas independents. 

It is generally believed, however, that 
the current quotations for gasoline should 
not be shaded materially during the com- 
ing week so long as jobber buying con- 
tinues. While the situation has become 
critical in the refinery gasoline market, 
one marketer termed the situation in the 
natural gasoline market “miserable.” 
Unquestionably it is worse in that de- 
partment prices are lower by nearly one 
cent than at the close of last month. 

The rapid accumulation of crude oil 
above ground is also bringing some fears 
as to the stability of the prices of raw 
materials. So apparent has this situa- 
tion become that many of the larger pro- 


ducing companies are really anxious to 
dispose of many well connections. De- 
spite this condition there is an increas- 


ing number of wells being started in the 
regions removed from sources of present 
production. 

While the accumulation of East Texas 
gasoline together with the softening of 
price may force some contraction in the 
production in that field, it is generally 
believed that only organized buying of 
some quantity in the neighborhood of 50 


cars of gasoline daily or the enforce- 
ment of regulatory measures such as 
would be provided by a Federal oil bill 


would bring about better prices in motor 
fuel. 


The buying ot fuel and gas oils is be- 
ing generally done for storage purpose as 
a protection against restrictions covering 
crude oil producing operations. It is

Baltimore Fertilizer Materials 


BALTIMORE, June 14, 1934. 


With the local members of the fertilizer 
trade attending the annual convention of 
the National Fertilizer Association, the 
quiet that has prevailed in the trade be- 
came definitely more pronounced during 
the last week and trading in crudes or 
even in mixtures dropped to small pro- 
portions. Because of the diversion in in- 
terest occasioned by the absence of so 
many persons identified with the industry 
from the city the range of the quotations 
on different items in the crude _ list 
changed hardly at all or remained wholly 


stationary, a state of affairs which may 
be expected to continue for some time 
unless an unforeseen development gives 
impetus to the movement. The current 
quotations are about as follows :— 

FISH SCRAP.—There have been 
rumors current in the last few days or 
week that the opening of the menhaden 


fishing season down the Chesapeake Bay 
would be deferred for one week and would 
not take place until July 1. This seems 
to be an error. At any rate, various 
persons who should know whether or not 
a change in the start of fishing has been 
made, profess to be ignorant of any shift, 
Nothing occurred to modify conditions, 
with the potential buyers of scrap still 
inclined to place orders at $2.50 and 10e. 
per unit-ton on a when-and-if-made basis, 
and with some further business booked, 
that the producers have quite a start 
on the production. On the other hand, 
comment has been occasioned by the fact 
that the orders taken were mostly small, 
with the big buyers still holding back. 
It is not considered likely that the market 
will go off, the chances being rather that 
an advance will take place because of the 
increase in the cost of operating the fish- 
ing vessels.

material brokers are at White Sulphur 
Springs, West Virginia during the week 
where, as usual, there is much inter- 


change of trade ideas between buyers and 
sellers as to prices and probable consum- 


ers demand for the next season. Trade 
interest in fertilizer materials, for the 
week, is therefore entered at the con- 


vention. 

The demand for top dressing materials 
for cotton is very light and scattered, 
confirming the belief that this character 
of trade will be far below normal. Pro- 
duction limitations set by the Bankhead 
Bill has been, as was anticipated, a factor 
in reduced use of nitrogenous top dress- 
ings. Another factor has entered. The 
rainy, cloudy weather has favored the 
boll weevil and the farmer is afraid that 
he may lose his crop anyway and does 
not want to incur further expense. De- 
layed Federal payment of advances on 
abandoned cotton acreage, if received in 
time, holds out a slim hope that some 
of the money may be used for purchase 
of top dressing where the weevil is not 
threatening, but this demand will be late, 
if at all. 

Crop conditions are generally poor be- 
eause of excessive rains which, in many 
eases, have been destructive deluges.

Norwegian Nitrate Firm 
Curtails Its Production 


Exports of nitrogen compounds from 


Norway increased rapidly from 1928 
to 1930, the total for the latter year, 
454,406 metric tons (the figures do not 
include ammonia), being more than 
double that for 1928. After dropping 
to 329,830 tons in 1931, exports began 


to increase again, and reached 471,051 


tons in 1933. 
Apparently conditions have since 
been reversed; because, according to 


information received by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from the vice-con- 
sul at Oslo, the Norsk Hydro-Elektrisk 
K vaelstofaktiesel-skab, in March, this 
year, disclosed that, because of a re- 
stricted export market for its products, 
curtailment of its operations was 
necessary. The concern said that it 
would close the smallest of its three 
plants, the Notodden unit, and would 
discontinue production of calcium 
nitrate at its Rjukan plant, also re- 
ducing the working period to eleven 
months in the year. Following gov- 
ernment intervention, the concern 
offered to continue production at 
Rjukan and to operate ten months in 
the year. Production in the current 
year is estimated at the equivalent of 
60,000 tons of nitrogen, and it is ex- 
pected that exports will at least equal 
this quantity. 

The Norsk Hydro-Elektrisk concern 
is controlled by foreign capital and 
only about 2 percent of the share capi- 
tal is in Norwegian hands. A major- 
ity of the stock is owned by French 


interests, while the German LG. 
Farbenindustrie owns about 25 per- 
cent. The company cooperates with 


the I.G. in its export policy and under 
the present arrangement is allotted a 
certain percentage of the total nitro- 
gen exports of Germany, Great Britain 
and Norway. In spite of the difficult 
competitive situation in world nitrogen 
markets, the Norsk concern has been 
able to operate at from 60 to 70 per- 
cent of capacity, compared with 30 to 
40 percent for the German industry.

Cottonseed Association 


To Submit Labor Code 


NEW GRLEANS, June 11, 1934. 
Adding a day to its scheduled three- 
day convention period last week, for 
the discussion with NRA and AAA 
representatives of a code of fair prac- 
tice, the National Cottonseed Products 
Association reappointed the committee 
of nine, headed by R. E. Crow, chair- 
man, which represented the association 
in Washington last vear.

Whale Oil Produced on 
High Seas Held Taxfree 


WASHINGTON, June 14, 1934. 


Whale oil produced by an American 
vessel on the high seas from whales 
taken by that vessel would be free 
of duty and also free from the excise 


tax on whale oil, in the opinion of the 
Treasury Department 


This opinion was given by L. W 


Robert, assistant secretary of the 
treasury, to the secretary of state, in 
answer to an inquiry from the Ameri- 
can consul at Rotterdam, the Nether- 
lands, who had asked if any change 
in the taxable status of such oil is ex- 
pected. 

The treasury opinion stated that 
whale oil imported from a_ foreign 


country is dutiable at 6 cents per gal- 


lon under the tariff act of 1930, plus 3 
cents per pound excise tax under the 
revenue act of 1934, but that the prod- 
uct of American fisheries is free of 
duty and would probably be consid- 
ered as free of the tax also. It was 








ruled, however, that such oil should be 
documented in the same manner as 
imported oil. 


Tanning Extract Industry 
Given Labor Exemption 


NRA Administrator Hugh S. Johnson 
has approved an order granting to the 
members of the tanning extract indus- 
try exemption from article 3, section 1 
(c) of its code, which required that 
“all other laborers, mechanical work- 
ers, or artisans employed in any plant” 
shall work an average of not more than 


forty hours a week in any period of 
two consecutive weeks, but not more 
than eight hours in any one day. Mr. 


Johnson's order, which is to be in effect 
pending determination of a request for 
amendments, provides that extra time 
may be worked where the absence of 
relief workers would result in a shut- 
down. 

The order provides further that addl- 
tional hours may be worked in clean- 


ing evaporators, autoclaves, and 
leaches, and in ordinary repairs and 
adjustments, in cases where such 


equipment is shut down for a period of 
not less than eight consecutive hours, 
provided such work shall not be in 
excess of eight hours in any one week.
